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ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSE 


County office operating expenses for all activities amounted to 
$2,649,158 for the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1976. This 
amount includes salaries of county and community committeemen and 
county office personnel, rent, utilities, supplies and personnel 
benefits. County executive director trainee salaries, personnel 


benefits and travel expenses are also included in Chemung , Genesee, 
and Niagara. 


In those counties footnoted (1/), the ASC county committee serves 

as a lead agency in leasing space and providing services for other 
USDA agencies. ASC county committees are reimbursed by these 

agencies on the National level. The administrative expenses indicated 
for these counties includes these additional costs. 


Administrative costs are sometimes compared with direct program 
payments made to producers as an efficiency indicator. Program 
payments are listed on pages A-6 and A-7. It should be taken into 
consideration that there are a number of ASCS activities that are 
not reflected in program payments. Some examples are: commodity 
loans, farm storage and drying equipment loans. These loans enable 
farmers to dry and store grain and to assist them in orderly market- 
ing of these commodities. Loans are therefore not considered as a 
program payment. 


Many other ASCS activities impact agriculture and rural people 
significantly but do not involve "payments". Included are county 
USDA Emergency Board activities, monitoring fuel supplies for 
agriculture, providing a service for people to obtain aerial photogra- 
phy, Section 208 and rural development activities, crop reporting 

for the Statistical Reporting Service, providing measurement services 
for producers (acreage, storage, structures, etc.), providing 
personnel and record keeping services for Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation activities in the state,

COMMITTEE ELECTIONS 


The "grassroot"’ ASC committee system has contributed significantly to the 
successful operation of federal farm programs for many years. 


Farmers and other eligible voters determine, by a democratic process, the 
people they would like to administer farm programs in their county. 


Elections for community committeemen are conducted by mail. Producers 
eligible to participate in ASCS programs are eligible to vote in elections 
which are held each December. A chairman, vice-chairman, regular member, 
first and second alternate are elected to serve one-year terms. Their 

term of office begins on January 1. The newly elected community committee- 
men serve as delegates to county conventions to elect county committeemen 
and alternates, and to determine officers on the county committee. They 
assist the county committee in the administration of federal farm programs 
by keeping neighbors informed of program operations and providing local 
input into program administration. 


The county committee membership is determined at the county convention as 
indicated above. Each year one committeeman is elected to a three-year 
term. A maximum of three consecutive terms may be served, Alternates 
serve for one year. The purpose of electing alternate community and 
county committeemen is to provide personnel for potential vacancies on 
the committee. If a vacancy occurs, an alternate would move up and serve 
on the committee until the next election. The county committee has the 
overall responsibility of ASCS program administration at the county level.

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1976 AGRICULTURAL CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


The Agricultural Conservation Program (ACP) is a program through which 
the Federal Government shares with farmers and other landowners the cost 
of carrying out soil, water, woodland, and wildlife conservation pract- 
ices for the protection and improvement of the rural environment. 


Funds for this purpose are authorized by Congress in recognition that our 
soil, water, and related resources are vital to the health and well-being 
of each citizen, both now and in the future. This investment helps assure 
wise use and adequate protection of the Nation's agricultural resources. 
For those conservation measures for which public assistance is offered, 
ACP bears between 50% and 75% of the cost, and the farmers bear the re- 
maining costs of all the measures that currently are being applied to con- 
serve our agricultural land and water resources. 


The ACP was developed by the county ASC committees in consultation with 

the County Development Group following National guidelines. County programs 
were submitted to the State ASC committee for their review to determine 
conformance with National and State policy. The ACP is administered by 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation (ASC) State, county, and com- 
munity farmer committees, working under the general direction of the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conservation Service. 


Program emphasis was on meeting some of the more pressing farm-related con- 
servation and environmental problems in rural areas, on practices for long- 
range preservation of the environment, and on practices that will provide 
substantial benefits to the public. For example, major considerations in 
authorizing cost-sharing under ACP are the resulting public benefits; such 
as, pollution abatement, enduring soil and water conservation, and wildlife. 
The program authorized annual agreements as in the past, and also provides 
for Long-Term Agreements. Long-Term Agreements provide for establishing 
needed conservation measures following a conservation plan of operations 
developed by Soil Conservation Service in consultation with the Soil and 
Water Conservation District Directors for a period of three to ten years. 


For 1976 our State allocation was $4,241,000., which was our State's share 
of the $175,000,000. National appropriation. For technical services pro- 
vided for under ACP, the State committee transfers up to five percent of 
their State allocation to the Soil Conservation Service. This figure for 
1976 ACP amounts to $212,000. 


The Forest Service transfer takes place at the National level.

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EMERGENCY CONSERVATION MEASURES 


Emergency Cmservation Measures are authorized by Public Law 85-58, the 
Third Supplemental Appropriations Act, enacted June 21, 1975. This law 
authorized emergency measures in any State or area in which it is deter- 
mined by the ASC county committee, in consultation with the State ASC 
committee, that emergency conservation measures are needed to control 
severe wind erosion on farmlands, or to rehabilitate farmlands damaged 
by wind erosion, floods, hurricanes, or other natural disasters. 


The law also provides for the allocation of emergency funds, which are 

used to share with farmers and ranchers the cost of emergency conserva- 

tion measures needed to meet the new conservation problems caused by the 
disaster in a given area. The law requires, however, that the natural 
disaster must be such as to create new conservation problems, which, if 

not treated, would: (1) impair or endanger the land; (2) materially af- 

fect the productive capacity of the land; (3) represent wumusual damage which, 
except for wind erosion, is not the type likely to recur frequently in the 
same area; and (4) would be so costly to repair that Federal assistance is 
or will be required to return the land to productive agricultural use. 


Subject to availability of funds, an ASC county committee, in consulta- 
tion with the State ASC committee, is authorized to implement the ECM 
program for eligible farmers. 


Eligibility for ECM assistance is determined by the ASC county committee 
on an individual basis, considering the type and extent of damage and the 
farmer's capability to rehabilitate the damaged farmland. 


Effective October 1, 1976, counties operating an Emergency Conservation 
Measures Program will no longer have their program designated by a program 
year. The accounting of program activities effective upon that date will 
be based on the actual activity such as approvals and earnings during the 
fiscal year, regardless of the year of the disaster. For the most part the 
activities of the counties listed on this report were completed prior to 
the October 1, 1976, change and carried a 1976 Emergency Conservation Mea- 
sures designation.

THE APPALACHIAN LAND STABILIZATION AND CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


The ALSCP is only one part of the overall program for the Appalachia region. 
It operates under Section 203 of the Appalachian Regional Development Act 
with the objective of improving the economic climate of the area by helping 
people to help themselves. It provides cost-sharing at a level of 80% of 
the cost. The practices must be carried out according to plans prepared 

or approved by technicians of the Soil Conservation Service and foresters 
of the State*Department of Environmental Conseryation and as provided by 
contracts which may run from three to ten years. No payments other than 
cost-sharing for conservation practices are involved. 


The ALSCP began operating in 1966. Although fourteen New York counties 
are included in the area to which the Appalachian Act applies, the ALSCP 
has been operative in only six of these. The State ACP Development Group 
and the Appalachian Regional Commission agreed that the objectives of the 
program could be better accomplished by concentrating the limited funds 
available rather than dissipating them over the entire area. 


In 1966 and 1967 assistance was limited to low-income persons who could 
not be expected to carry out needed conservation practices at rates below 
80% of the cost. There was a change of policy in 1968. It was decided 
that there would have to be even further concentration if the available 
funds were to have an observable impact on the economic climate of a pro- 
ject area. Needy persons would continue to be given preference to the 
extent that it would be consistent with effective solution of a problem 
impeding economic growth in the project area. Since 1967 new funding has 
been concentrated in the Ischua Creek, the Conewango Creek, and the Chautauqua 
Lake watersheds in Cattaraugus and Chautauqua Counties. These watersheds 
are also part of the Seneca Trail RC & D project area. No additional 
funds for entering into new contracts have been made available since 1971.

FORESTRY INCENTIVES PROGRAM 


The Forestry Incentives Program was created by Congress to share the cost 
of tree planting and forest management with small landowners. Congress, 
recognizing the demand for wood in this country is expected to exceed the 
supply within 30 years unless more trees are planted per year and much 
more forest land is placed under forest management, passed the Act in 1973. 
This program takes into consideration that the small landowners control 
the majority of forest land in the Nation, but most do not have the funds 
to make such long-term investments; therefore, the Forestry Incentives 
Program is designed to share this expense with the small owner. 


The program provides for annual, as well as Long-Term Agreements. The 
Long-Term Agreements range from three to ten years. A Forest Management 
Plan is developed by the service forester, and necessary forestry measures 
are prescribed each year of the contract. Cost-sharing under the FIP 
ranges from 50% to 75% of the cost of eligible measures. 


This report includes accomplishments during Fiscal Year 1976 which ended 
September 30, 1976. Our State's share of the National appropriation of 
$15 milion was $333,000. The State ASC committee did not reserve funds 
for the purpose of approving long-term agreements. County committees, 
offering long-term agreements, reserved funds for such purposes from 
their allocation as received from the State committee. 


Practices available under the program are Planting Trees and Improving a 
Stand of Forest Trees. The technical responsibility assignment unde1 the 
program is to the New York State Department of Environmental Conservation, 
Division of Lands and Forests. 


This report of Fiscal Year 1976 activities involves several counties that 
were designated under a previous fiscal year and not redesignated as a 
Forestry Incentives Program county under the 1976 Fiscal Year; and because 
of outstanding obligations under the program had program activity during 
the fiscal year.

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COMPLIANCE AND AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHy 


The determination of acreage, production and checking compliance 
with program provisions is one of the most important jobs in 
administering ASCS programs. All County Executive Directors are 
given thorough training in measuring techniques, the use of aerial 
photography, and appraising the yield of a crop in the field. The 
county personnel are spot checked by State personnel throughout the 
compliance season to emsure efficiency and accuracy. 


The elimination of the set-aside requirement for Feed Grain and Wheat 
programs brought about a reduction in acreage determinations. However, 
if a farmer reported he was prevented from planting part of his crops 
or had a low yield on the crop he had planted, and the County Committee 
determined he was eligible, the acreage and production had to be 
determined. 


ASCS offers farmers a convenient and economical way to make sure 
of meeting program compliance requirements through measurement 
service which is available at a nominal fee. The result of this 
service is guaranteed acreage and productivity for the farm. 


Aerial photography is used in connection with ASCS compliance work. 
New flights are scheduled every eight to ten years in each county. 
Counties flown this year included Chemung, Ontario and Otsego. Farm 
and field boundaries are outlined and acreages are recorded for each 
field. Individual farm photocopies are made and furnished to farmers 
for use in planning and carrying out farm and program operations. 


In addition to the regular county compliance checks, state compliance 
personnel checked compliance on 24 Public Access contracts for Civil 
Rights Control, 25 initial Commodity Loans, 29 Facility Loans as well 
as produc r and vendor checks under the ACP Program.

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STATE & COUNTY USDA EMERGENCY BOARDS 


The natural disaster and defense responsibilities assigned to 

USDA personnel are important in tempering the effects of natural 
disasters and in maintaining our National security. The respon- 
sibilities are a vital part of USDA-ASCS activities and have top 
priority in the time of emergency. The County, State, and National 
USDA emergency organization is designed to assure continuity of 
essential functions under all emergency conditions, including attack 
on the United States. 


In 1976 State and County Emergency Boards responded to a number 

of natural disasters that effected agriculture. Among these were 

a severe ice storm in western New York; a late and severe frost 

in the Hudson Valley fruit areas; flooding caused by short duration, 
heavy rainfall in the east-central and southern counties of the 
state; and storm damage left by Hurricane Belle which created a path 
of destruction through Long Island up the Hudson Valley to the Adir- 
ondack foothills. 


As a result, the Emergency Conservation Measures Program was 
approved for 19 counties in 1976. Emergency loans were made avail- 
able through the Farmers Home Administration and 216 Funds were 
made available through the Soil Conservation Service to repair 
damaged stream banks, 


The ASCS State Executive Director is chairman of the State USDA 
Emergency Board and ASCS County Executive Directors are chairmen of 
the County USDA Emergency Boards. Completing membership on these 
boards are representatives from Cooperative Extension, Farmers Home 
Administration, Soil Conservation Service and other Federal agencies 
having offices in counties and in the State of New York. 
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CROPLAND ADJUSTMENT PROGRAM 


The Cropland Adjustment Program is a voluntary program authorized in 

1965 and again in 1966 and 1967 with agrreements entered into for periods 
up to 10 years. The agreements called for the diversion of cropland from 
crops to a conserving use. Farmers receive annual adjustment payments 
based on the value of crops that would otherwise be produced. Additional 
payments are also made to those producers who permit free public access 
for hunting, hiking, and fishing. Agreements are five to ten years, and 
cost-sharing assistance is provided to establish vegetative cover, trees, 
ponds, and wildlife food and cover. Some cost-share assistance is also 
provided to establish recreational facilities. 


The Cropland Adjustment Program also provided for payments to municipali- 
ties for the acquisition of cropland for conversion to recreational uses. 
There are ten agreements under this program which is called ''Greenspan". 
Three of these agreements are in Monroe County, and the others are in 
Genesee, Herkimer, Madison, Montgomery, Oneida, Steuben, and Wayne Coun- 
ties. The total payment for the acquisition of land and development of 
recreational areas under the Greenspan Program will amount to about 
$300,000. over a ten-year period. 


With the demand in 1974 and 1975 for increased agricultural production, 

it was felt that it would be in the public interest to permit modifica- 
tion or termination of Cropland Adjustment Program agreements in advance 
of the end of the original agreement period. Program participants, there- 
fore, have been given this opportunity. 


The year 1976 reflects the final year of the present Cropland Adjustment 
Program. Contracts expired as of December 31, 1976.

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PRODUCTION ADJUSTMENT AND PRICE SUPPORT PROGRAMS 


Feed Grain and Wheat Programs. The Agriculture and Consumer Protection Act 

of 1973, provides for a four year (1974 through 1977) program for feed grain 
and wheat. This legislation was designed to encourage all out production. 

There was no set-aside requirement for 1976 and no conserving base require- 
ment for the four year program. New with this Act is the concept of guaranteed, 
(or target) prices, that come into effect only if the average cash market prices 
drop below certain levels and result in deficiency payments. No deficiency 
payments were made for 1976. 


Another portion of the Bill is the provision under which a producer may 
qualify for disaster payment when prevented by a natural disaster, from 
planting any portion of his wheat or feed grain allotments to wheat, feed 
grain, or other nonconserving crops, or when he is prevented from harvesting 
at least two-thirds of his normal production of the allotment of his farms. 


Price Support. This program has two main objectives: (1) helps to create 
more orderly marketing by providing loans to eligible producers on commod- 
ities after harvest, thereby allowing them to sell on a later rising market 

and repaying the loans, and (2) provides a guaranteed minimum price to eligible 
producers if the market price remains below it. 


Farm Facility Loan Program. This program enables producers to finance storage 
facilities, including drying equipment, at a low interest rate. With on-the- 
farm storage, a producer has control of his commodity until such time as he 
elects to sell it on the open market or deliver it to CCC. 


Wool Incentive Program. The United States produces less than half of the wool 
it uses. This program makes incentive payments (1) to encourage production, 
and (2) to improve the quality of the wool. The third reason for this program 
is to obtain the best possible market price for the wool. The price support 
rate for wool was 72¢ per pound in 1976. 


Beekeeper Indemnity Payment Program. The Agricultural Act of 1970 authorized 
payments to beekeepers who, through no fault of their own, suffered losses 


of honeybees as a result of the use of pesticides which have been registered 
and approved by the federal Government. 


Dairy Indemnity, Payment Program. This program provides payments to dairy 
farmers for milk removed from market because it contains residues of chemicals, 


Such indemnity payments will continue to the farmer until he has been re- 
instated and is again allowed to dispose of his product in commercial channels. 
However, the applicant must not have been responsible for the milk contamination,

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FEDERAL CROP INSURANCE PROGRAM 


Federal crop insurance is a type of insurance not generally available 
from private insurance companies that is offered by the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation (FCIC), an agency of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. This insurance is usually referred to as "all risk" 
insurance, and it covers unavoidable losses due to any adverse weather; 
such as, drought, excessive rains, hail, wind, hurricane, tornado, snow, 
frost, freeze, winterkill, and lightning. This insurance is also for 
losses incurred due to insect infestation, plant disease, flood, wild- 
life damage, fire, and earthquake. 


None of the insurance covers loss due to neglect, theft, or poor farming 
practices. 


Federal crop insurance is not available in all counties or on all crops 
within an authorized county. The insurance is only offered on a volun- 
tary basis, and the individual farmers must pay the premiums as prescribed 
for their own protection. Some counties are designated for insurance 
coverage on many crops, and others for one. 


In New York State one county was designated for this dual insurance cover- 
age in 1976. Chautauqua County was authorized to offer insurance on both 
grapes and corn. Other counties in the State were eligible to sell insur- 
ance on grapes only. These other counties were: Cattaraugus, Erie, 
Niagara, Ontario, Schuyler, Seneca, Steuben, and Yates. 


In all, New York State had nine counties participating in the Federal 
Crop Insurance Program; however, three counties only, Chautauqua, Niagara, 


and Yates, did the administrative work for all nine counties involved.

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LIVESTOCK FEED PROGRAM 


The Livestock Feed Program is designed to help maintain 
foundation livestock herds which might otherwise be liquidated 
because of a natural disaster which places an undue financial 
hardship on the producer. The program is limited to those 
areas which have been designated emergency areas by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Recommendations for the designation 
as an emergency area are based on determinations by the County 
and State Disaster Committees. 


The Livestock Feed Program in New York State, effective 
October 1975 through June 1976 was a result of a prolonged 
drought in most counties. However, two counties were approved 
for the program due to excessive rainfall. Although no counties 
were approved for the program for 1976, seven 1975 approved counties 
were assisted this year. 


Oats were available from CCC stock and approved farmers 
were able to purchase CCC grain at 100 percent of the Support 
rate. The support rate for oats was 66¢ per bushel and farmers 
purchased the oats at that price.
